UNITED  JEWISH  APPEAL 

Last  week  we  just  read  in  the  Torah 
the  Sedrah  "Re'eh"  (Deuteronomy).  Within 
that  Sedrah  there  are  many  commandments 
dealing  with  the  concept  of  "sharing  with 
others".  Very  clearly  the  Mitzvah  of  tithing 
(Ch.  14:22-29),  and  the  Mitzvah  of  con- 
tributing for  the  needy  (Ch.  15:7-8)  have, 
for  us,  as  Jews  played  very  central  roles 
in  guiding  our  interpersonal  relationships. 
Jewish  communities  are  respected  and  ad- 
mired worldwide  for  their  adherence  to  those 
principles  enunciated  in  the  Torah  and  for 
the  strong  commitment  that  the  communi- 
ties have  toward  the  disadvantaged  in  their 
midst.  We  are  instructed  "that  every  man 
shall  give  as  he  is  able,  according  to  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  thy  G-d  which  He 
hath  given  thee"  (Ch.  16:17).  It  is  no  acci- 
dent that  Jewish  communities  look  after 
"their  own";  nor,  is  it  an  accident  that 
Jewish  communities  ensure  that  the  needy, 
the  disadvantaged,  the  deprived,  and  the 
unfortunate  find  succour  and  support  wi- 
thin the  Jewish  milieu.  To  help  fulfill  the 
Mitzvahs,  within  the  context  of  our  modern 
society,  Jewish  communities  organize  major 
fund-raising  drives  in  order  to  acquire  the 
necessary  material  resources.  We  in  Otta- 
wa are  no  different.  We  actually  are  quite 
fortunate,  since  so  many  committed  volun- 
teers help  our  professional  staff  approach 
our  community  at-large  in  the  fund-raising 
so  vital  to  our  community. 

Last  edition  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Bulle- 
tin highlighted  the  "three  Chairpeople" 
(Stephen  Greenberg,  Vera  Klein  and  Lionel 
Shinder)  of  our  UJA  Campaign.  They  have 
assumed  key  leadership  positions  in  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  of  Ottawa  and  as 
a community  we  are  indebted  to  them  for 
their  sacrifices,  their  energy  and  their  devo- 
tion to  a key  activity  within  our  communi- 
ty. They  have  organized  a group  of  over 
30  volunteers  into  the  "Campaign  Cabinet" 
and  in  the  days  to  come  you  will  be  in- 
troduced to  the  members  of  the  "Cabinet" 
and  to  the  numerous  volunteer-canvassers 
of  the  campaign.  Together,  with  very  capa- 
ble professionals,  this  very  important  group 
of  people  will  be  calling  on  the  community 
to  fulfill  the  Mitzvahs  to  which  I have 
alluded  above. 

In  general  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  of 
Ottawa  is  the  annual  centralized  fund-raising 
activity  of  the  community.  The  funds  gener- 
ated by  this  appeal  play  a major  role  in 
the  support  of  Social  Services  within  Israel 
and  in  the  support  of  local  needs  within 
our  community.  Locally  most  of  the  funds 
will  be  spent  on  Jewish  Education  and  So- 
cial Services.  Without  the  generation  of 
sufficient  resources,  services  to  the  elderly, 
to  the  needy,  to  the  disadvantaged,  and 
grants  to  educational  institutions  would 
have  to  be  sharply  curtailed.  The  success 
of  the  UJA  is  absolutely  vital  to  the  success- 
ful operation  of  our  community  agencies. 
Fortunately,  many  people  are  very  gener- 
ous to  our  community.  Alas,  there  are  in- 
dividuals who  for  some  reason  or  another 
are  unwilling  to  participate  in  the  campaign 
process;  there  are  even  those  who  use  com- 
munity facilities  but  for  some  unexplained 
reason,  are  unwilling  to  share  in  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  those  facilities. 
I urge  everyone  in  the  community  to  help 
make  the  UJA  Campaign  a success. 


it  would  not  honour  an  agreement  to  move 
a group  of  Carmelite  nuns  from  the  site 
of  the  Auschwitz  extermination  camp.  A 
short  while  ago  B'nai  Brith  cancelled  a sched- 
uled meeting  with  the  Pope  because  of  a 
failure  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  to 
deal  effectively  with  this  problem.  This  com- 
munity will  support  efforts  by  national  Jew- 
ish organizations  to  protest  the  distortions 
of  our  history. 

THE  CANADIAN  JEWISH  CONGRESS 

On  August  8th,  the  Officers  of  the  CJC 
met  in  Montreal  to  discuss  issues  facing 
the  National  Jewish  Community.  Mr.  Les 
Scheininger,  (president  of  CJC)  reported 
on  the  recent  meeting  in  Israel  between 
a delegation  from  the  CJC  and  Israeli 
government  officials.  Much  of  the  discus- 
sions centred  around  the  "intifada"  and  the 
Israeli  government's  peace  plan.  Mr.  Shamir 
urged  the  Canadian  delegation  to  pressure 
the  Canadian  government  to  take  a less 
negative  stance  towards  Israel  both  in  its 
relationships  with  the  PLO  and  in  its  rela- 
tionships with  the  PLO  and  in  its  voting 
patterns  at  the  United  Nations. 

Discussions  ensued  with  regard  to  the 
Jewish  Community's  approach  to  the  Cana- 
dian government  on  behalf  of  Israel.  All 
agreed  that  the  past  19  months  have  been 
very  difficult  for  those  organizations  who 
have  laboured  very  hard  to  represent  Israel 
to  the  Canadian  government.  The  Canada- 
Israel  Committee  requires  very  great  sup- 
port from  the  Canadian  Jewish  Community 
and  in  particular  from  the  major  sponsor- 
ing national  organizations  such  as  the  Cana- 
dian Jewish  Congress,  B'nai  Brith,  and  the 
Canadian  Zionist  Federation. 

Mr.  Joseph  Wilder,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
munity relations  Committee  of  the  CJC 
reported  that  the  person  responsible  for 
the  vandalism  against  the  Synagogue  in 
Toronto  had  been  apprehended.  A very 
well  organized  number  of  meetings  had  been 
held  by  both  the  Jewish  and  non-Jewish 
community  groups  to  deal  with  the  out- 
break of  the  anti-Semitic  attacks  and  with 
the  help  of  the  people  and  a substantial 
reward  the  suspect  was  finally  caught. 

The  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  has  sharp- 
ly criticized  the  Canadian  Conference  of 
Catholic  Bishops  for  adopting  "an  inher- 
ently biased  and  one-sided  position"  with 
regard  to  Israel  as  it  deals  with  the  Arab- 
Israeli  conflict.  The  president  of  the  CJC 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  Israel 
is  singled  out  for  special  criticism  by  the 
Conference  of  Bishops  there  is  no  mention 
of  the  oppression  of  Jews  of  Syria,  and 
that  the  Vatican  continues  to  refuse  to  ex- 
tend diplomatic  recognition  to  the  State 
of  Israel.

Dear  Editor: 

I am  sure  that  it  must  be  dif- 
ficult to  please  everyone  with 
coverage  of  a visit  by  a 
dignitary  of  the  stature  of  the 
president  of  Israel.  Someone  is 
bound  to  feel  neglected. 

Nevertheless,  it  has  been  sug- 
gested to  me  that  with  all  the 
photographic  coverage  on  the 
visit  by  President  Chaim  Her- 
zog, (your  issue  dated  July  28. 
1989  on  pages  13  and  16),  the 
contribution  of  the  Jewish  War 
Veterans  of  Ottawa  was  omit- 
ted when  they  formed  the 
honor  guard  at  the  wreath- 
laying ceremony  at  the  National 
War  Memorial.  I am  sure  that 
the  large  crowd  present  on  that 
occasion  enjoyed  the  sight  of 
the  group  in  their  blazers  and 
decorations,  and  their  inspec- 
tion by  the  President,  who 
greeted  each  veteran  individual- 
ly with  a warm  handshake  and 
a kind  word.

For  the  past  few  months,  I have  been 
living  and  breathing  U.J.A.  I am  delighted, 
exhausted,  excited,  frustrated,  but  honestly 
happy  and  privileged  to  be  chairing  Wom- 
en’s Division  U.J.A.  Though  I’m  finding 
out  that  this  endeavour  is  very  “labour 
intensive”  — mainly  it  is  a labour  of  love.

I am  fortunate  to 
now  have  stories,  anecdotes  and  vignettes 
to  last  a lifetime,  as  a result  of  this  ex- 
perience, and  I will  share  some  of  them 
at  a later  date.

Meetings  with  Israeli  officials 
covered  a broad  range  of 
topics,  and  discussion  was 
frank  and  open  regarding 
Israel’s  concerns  about  its  im- 
age in  Canada  and  in  the  Cana- 
dian media. 

“Through  the  course  of  our 
discussions  it  was  apparent  that 
there  is  an  increasing  recogni- 
tion of  what  B’nai  Brith  has  of- 
fered and  can  offer  Israel  in  the 
process  of  hasbara,  “Mr.  Mor- 
ris said. 

He  added  that  the  Israeli 
Foreign  Ministry  is  “pleased 
with  our  involvement  and  com- 
mitment.” 

Kagedan  characterized  his 
meetings  with  senior  staff  at  the 
Canadian  embassy  as  “friend- 
ly and  productive." 

Among  the  issues  discussed 
was  the  importance  of  Cana- 
dians’ awareness  of  Israel’s 
status  as  the  only  democracy  in 
the  region.  This  is  the  premise 
upon  which  the  Government 
feels  it  is  legitimate  to  voice  its 
sometimes  strong  criticism  of 
Israeli  policy. 

Mistaken  conclusions 

“In  the  absence  of  regular 
reminders  by  our  officials  of 
the  fact  of  Israel’s  unique  posi- 
tion as  a democracy  in  a region 
hostile  to  democracy,  and  of 
Canada’s  commitment  to 
Israel,  criticism  voiced  will 
draw  Canadians  to  negative 
and  mistaken  conclusions,” 
Kagedan  said. 

One  result  is  a subtle  en- 
couragement of  anti-Semitic  ac- 
tions on  the  part  of  those 
predisposed  in  this  direction. 

Specific  discussion  took 
place  as  well  regarding  the  at- 
tacks on  Israel’s  human  rights 
record  at  the  UN,  where 
Canada  now  holds  a seat  on  the 
Security  Council.

From  Soup 
to  Nuts 


By  Donna  Karlin 


The  thing  I love  most  about  cooking  in  the  summer  is  the 
availability  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  of  all  kinds.  It’s 
a perfect  time  to  buy  or  pick  lots  of  fresh  berries  and  fruit, 
toss  a few  extra  pies  together,  and  freeze  them  for  the  fall 
or  winter  months  when  a fresh  fruit  pie  is  always  welcome. 
Let’s  face  it,  once  the  kitchen  is  wall  to  wall  flour,  bits  of 
pastry,  and  spilled  sugar,  isn’t  it  worth  your  while  to  make 

10  pies  instead  of  just  one? 

Open  Face  Peach  Pie 

1- 1/4  cups  flour  3 lbs.  unpeeled  peaches, 

2 Tsp.  sugar  pitted  and  sliced 

1/2  tsp.  salt  3/4  cup  sugar 

1/2  cup  (1  stick)  unsalted  1/2  cup  flour 
butter,  cut  into  small  pieces  2 Tbsp.  butter,  cut  into 

2- 3  Tbsp.  ice  water  small  pieces 

I tsp.  fresh  lemon  juice  Peach  ice  cream  (optional) 
Combine  flour,  sugar  and  salt  in  processor.  Cut  in  butter 
until  mixture  resembles  coarse  meal.  With  machine  running, 
add  enough  water  through  feed  tube  drop  by  drop  until  dough 
just  holds  together;  do  not  form  a ball.  Turn  dough  out  onto 
plastic  wrap.  Press  into  disc.  Wrap  and  chill  at  least  1 hour. 
(Can  be  prepared  3 days  ahead.) 

Coat  a 10-inch  pie  pan  generously  with  non-stick  vegetable 

011  spray,  or  butter  pan.  Roll  out  dough  on  lightly  floured 
surface  to  1/8”  thickness.  Fit  dough  into  prepared  pan,  trim, 
leaving  1-inch  overhang.  Fold  overhang  back  into  pan.  Press 
edges  with  a fork.  Refrigerate  1 hour. 

Preheat  oven  to  425  degrees.  Line  shell  with  foil  or  parch- 
ment, fill  with  pie  weights  or  dry  beans  and  bake  10  minutes. 
Remove  foil  and  weights.  Bake  until  golden  brown,  about  5 
minutes.  Reduce  oven  temperature  to  400  degrees. 

Arrange  peaches  in  crust.  Mix  sugar  and  flour.  Sprinkle 
over  peaches.  Dot  with  butter.  Drizzle  with  lemon  juice.  Bake 
until  peaches  are  tender,  about  45  minutes.  Serve  with  ice 
cream.  6 to  8 servings. 

Grandma's  Blueberry  Pie 
Crust  for  2 crust  9”  pie  1 tsp.  cinnamon 
4 cups  blueberries  1/2  tsp.  nutmeg 

1 Tbsp.  lemon  juice  3 Tbsp.  cornstarch 

3/4  cup  sugar  1 Tbsp.  butter 

Preheat  oven  to  425  degrees.  Sprinkle  lemon  juice  over  blue- 
berries. Combine  sugar,  cinnamon,  nutmeg  and  cornstarch. 
Toss  with  blueberries.  Line  a 9”  pie  plate  with  pastry.  Fill 
with  blueberry  mixture  and  dot  with  butter.  Cover  with  top 
crust,  seal  edges  well  and  prick  top  crust  liberally,  with  a fork. 

Bake  for  15  minutes,  reduce  heat  to  350  degrees  and  bake 
for  an  additional  30-35  minutes.  Freezes  well. 


Old  Fashioned  Bottom  Crust  Apple  Pie 

4 sticks  butter  (1  pound)  4 tart  apples  (Macintosh, 


4 cups  flour 

1 Tbsp.  plus  1 tsp. 

2 tsp.  salt 

1/2  cup  ice  water 
2 Tbsp.  butter

1/2  cup  sugar 
1 tsp.  cinnamon 
Pinch  nutmeg 
Icing  sugar 


In  processor,  combine  butter  and  dry  ingredients.  Process 
until  resembles  coarse  meal.  Add  ice  water,  bit  by  bit,  until 
the  dough  pulls  away  from  sides  of  work  bowl  and  forms 
a solid  mass,  about  1 minute.  Remove  dough  from  bowl  and 
knead  once  or  twice,  on  a floured  surface.  Divide  into  four, 
roll  each  out  to  a 12”  circle.  Fit  1 pastry  circle  into  an  8” 
pie  plate  and  chill  for  20  minutes.  (Freeze  remaining  3 for 
future  use.)  Fill  the  crust  with  apple  slices  (apples  peeled,  cored 
and  thinly  sliced).  Sprinkle  with  sugar  and  spices,  dot  with 
butter,  and  fold  pastry  edges  over  the  apples.  (The  middle 
will  not  be  covered  by  the  pastry.)  Bake  for  45  minutes  in 
preheated  375  degrees  oven  until  apples  are  bubbly  and  crust 
is  golden.  Cool  slightly  and  slide  the  pie  out  of  the  dish  and 
onto  a serving  plate.  Before  serving  sprinkle  edges  of  crust 
with  confectioner’s  sugar.  Serve  with  whipped  cream,  if  desired.

Her  skills  saved  potential  victim  from  Nazis

Faye  Schulman  will  be  the 
guest  speaker  at  the  opening 
meeting  of  the  UJA  Business 
and  Professional  Women’s  Di- 
vision on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 14  at  the  Embassy  West 
Hotel,  1400  Carling  Avenue. 

The  evening  will  commence 
with  a reception  at  5:15  p.m., 
followed  by  dinner  at  6:15  p.m. 

As  a teenager  50  years  ago, 
Faye  Schulman  lived  in  the 
comfort  of  her  family  home 
in  a small  town  in  eastern 
Poland,  studying  art  and  pho- 
tography. 

It  was  her  knowledge  of  pho-  • 
tography  and  some  rudimen- 
tary medical  skills  that  were 
to  be  the  key  to  her  survival 
of  the  murderous  Nazi  Ger- 
man occupation  of  her  town 
and  several  years  spent  fight- 
ing with  the  underground  in 
Poland. 

Ms.  Schulman  will  recount 
those  experiences,  using  a col- 
lection of  rare  personal  slides. 

Schulman  and  her  brother 
are  the  only  members  of  her 
family  who  survived  World 
War  II.  The  rest  of  the  family 
was  killed  in  autumn  1942, 
along  with  most  of  the  2000 
Jews  in  their  community. 

The  27  survivors  of  that  mas- 
sacre were  spared  only  because 
of  their  talents  as  skilled  profes- 
sionals and  tradesmen:  cobbler, 
doctor,  tailor. 

Schulman’s  "value”  was  in 
her  ability  to  develop  photo- 
graphs and  to  work  other  pho- 
tographic equipment,  making 
her  privy  to  the  photographs 
the  German  soldiers  were  col- 
lecting as  part  of  their  official 
record  and  as  souvenirs  of  their 

Weizmann  works 
on  solution 
to  infertility 

About  a quarter  of  test-tube 
baby  attempts  result  in  the  birth 
of  a baby. 

While  it  brings  great  joy  to 
the  fortunate  couples  who  have 
a baby  at  last,  for  those  who 
fail,  it  is  yet  another  dashing 
of  hopes. 

One  of  the  major  puzzles  is 
why  so  many  of  the  eggs  used 
in  the  treatment  fail  to  live  up 
to  their  promise.  Israeli  medi- 
cal researchers  Profs.  Alex 
Tsafriri  and  Ruth  Mishkin  of 
the  Weizmann  Institute  of 
Science  believe  they  are  well 
on  their  way  to  identifying 
which  eggs  are  likely  to  succeed. 

In  a study  of  57  women  who 
underwent  infertility  treatment 
at  Hadassah  Hospital  in  Jerusa- 
lem, the  scientists  found  that 
successful  pregnancies  resulted 
from  eggs  which  had  lower 
amounts  of  a particular  enzyme 
and  blood  serum  protein  in 
their  follicles. 

Therefore,  if  seven  or  eight 
eggs  are  collected,  doctors 
would  then  be  able  to  select 
the  most  promising  one  to 
boost  a couple’s  chances  of 
having  children. 

Now  more  women  are  being 
studied  to  see  if  the  observa- 
tions are  repeated.  If  the 
statistical  analysis  of  the  initial 
study  is  confirmed,  these  sim- 
ple biological  tests  may  become 
the  standard  method  for  choos- 
ing the  best  possible  embryo 
for  transfer  and  thus  increase 
the  success  of  the  test  tube  baby 
procedure. 


exploits,  an  often  harrowing 
assignment  for  her. 

However,  simply  knowing  a 
trade  was  not  a guarantee  of 
survival.  In  fact,  Faye  was  sup- 
posed to  teach  a German  “ap- 
prentice” who  would, 
eventually,  have  been  perfectly 
suited  to  replace  her.  What  kept 
her  alive  was  her  eventual  es- 
cape into  the  woods  with  Soviet 
partisans  who  attacked  the  lo- 
cal German  garrison. 

The  life  of  a partisan  fighter 
was  very  risky,  and  for  espe- 
cially so,  Jews. 

Faye,  like  most  Jews,  had 
grown  up  in  urban  settings  and 
was  quite  unprepared  for  the 
rigors  of  rural  life,  let  alone 
rural  life  on  the  run. 

The  code  of  the  partisans 
was  a strict  one.  And  anti- 
Semitism  was  rife. 

Schulman’s  wit  and  ability 
to  improvise  helped  her  to  sur- 
vive the  harsh  conditions  of 
the  next  few  years. 

Once  again,  her  photograph- 
ic skills  and  equipment  were 
valuable  "currency”  in  the

rough  and  ready  society  of  the 
underground.  Many  of  the 
slides  she  managed  to  preserve 
date  back  to  that  period. 

She  also  called  on  the  first 
aid  expertise  she  had  gleaned 
from  her  brother-in-law,  a doc- 
tor, in  the  time  before  the  war, 
fighting  alongside  the  partisans 
and  tending  to  their  wounded. 

Schulman  survived  the  war 
and  met  and  married  a parti- 
san fighter  from  another 
brigade.  With  an  infant  daugh- 
ter in  tow,  the  couple  posed 


as  displaced  persons  and  made 
their  way  through  a devastated 
Europe,  to  Germany. 

For  a year  they  applied  to 
countries  all  around  the  world. 
Canada  accepted  them  in  spring 
1947  — the  start  of  a new  chap- 
ter in  their  lives. 

In  1948,  Faye  and  her  small 
family  settled  in  Toronto, 
where  she  worked  in  a factory. 
Eventually,  she  and  her  hus- 
band built  a small  hardware 
business  which  they  operated 


together  for  many  years. 

The  couple  raised  two  chil- 
dren and  participated  in  the 
Jewish  Community  of  their 
new-found  home.  S'  ? has  been 
active  for  many  years  in  the 
arts  community,  Jewish  com- 
munal activities  and  Holocaust 
education  programs.

Your  July  28  editorial  titled  “The 
wrong  place  for  quarrelling”  deals 
with  the  recent  Jewish  protest  against 
the  continuing  presence  of  a Carme- 
lite  convent  on  the  Auschwitz  death- 
j:|:  camp  site.  It  terms  the  issue  a “quar- 
rel”  which  “degenerated  into  open 
fighting... as  angry  Jewish  protesters 
# battled  with  Christian  Polish 
•£  workers.” 

The  Auschwitz  convent  issue, 
:§  however,  is  no  mere  quarrel  and  an- 
gry  Jews  did  not  battle  with  Polish 
workers,  Christian  or  otherwise.  The 
convent  problem,  now  five  years  old, 
•S  raises  crucial  questions  about  cur- 
•:*:  rent  attitudes  toward  the  nature  and 
:£  meaning  of  the  Holocaust.  It  deserves 
much  closer  and  better-informed  at- 
tention  than  your  editorial  gave  it. 

Indeed,  insofar  as  the  so-called 
battle  was  concerned,  one  wonders 
||  whether  you  read  your  own  wire- 
••jj  service  stories.  The  Reuter  news  agen- 
ts:: cy  quite  dearly  reported  that  the 
$ Jewish  protesters,  demonstrating 
against  the  Catholic  Church’s  reneg- 
ing  on  a two-year-old  commitment 
to  remove  the  convent  from  Ausch- 
••••  witz,  had  climbed  a picket  fence  to 
try  to  engage  the  Carmelite  nuns 
jjt;  in  peaceful  dialogue.  They  were  at- 
tacked  by  the  Polish  workers  within 
and  outside  the  convent  building. 
ji|:  Buckets  of  water  were  first  thrown 

on  the  protesters’  heads  — the  New 
York  Times  ran  the  picture  — from 
the  building,  which  housed  Zyklon- 
:£  B extermination  gas  when  over  2 
million  Jewish  innocents  were  mur 
dered  at  Auschwitz.  They  were  then 
beaten  and  dragged  from  the  site.

to  the  accompaniment  of  cries  of 
“Jews  out”  and  “Off  with  their 
skullcaps”  from  a group  of  some 
20  Poles,  including  policemen  and 
a priest,  who  reportedly  watched. 

(An  official  protest  has  been  laid, 
and  Solidarity,  if  not  Wojciech 
Jaruzelski’s  government,  is  inves- 
tigating the  incident.) 

More  important,  the  Jewish  pro- 
test should  not  be  dismissed,  as  your 
editorial  would  have  it,  as  a kind 
of  petty  quarrelling  dwarfed  by  and 
demeaning  the  immense  human 
tragedy  of  Auschwitz.  Quite  the 
reverse  is  true. 

The  protest  in  fact  reminds  us  that 


fundamental  issues  about  the 
Holocaust  remain  alive  today,  44 
years  later.  First,  it  is  a reminder 
that  Auschwitz  was  a key  site  in 
the  Holocaust,  which  was  the  Ger- 
man campaign  to  exterminate  all 
Jews  because  they  were  Jews. 

The  Germans  committed  many 
other  terrible  crimes,  and  non-Jews 
as  well  as  Jews  died  at  Auschwitz. 
But  only  the  Jewish  people  were  ear- 
marked by  the  Nazis  for  complete 
destruction,  and  over  2 million  of 
the  6 million  who  perished  died  at 
the  death-camp  in  Poland,  making 
it  a key  site  and  symbol  of  Jewish 
martyrdom. 

Second,  precisely  this  Jewish  speci- 
ficity of  the  site,  and  what  it  means 
to  Jews  everywhere,  must  be  recog- 
nized and  respected.  What  is  wrong 
from  a Jewish  perspective  about  the 
placement  and  purpose  of  the  Carme- 
lite convent  is  its  transformation  of 
this  site  of  a specific  crime  against 
the  Jewish  people,  a genocide  to 
which  the  Germans  exposed  no 
others,  into  the  locus  of  a Chris- 
tianized drama  of  universal  human 
sin  and  redemption. 

The  Carmelites  no  doubt  mean 
well.  Christians  — who  were  not, 
however,  singled  out  as  such  — and 
other  non-Jews  died  at  Auschwitz, 
and  the  nuns  are  surely  entitled  to 
their  Christian  vision.  What  is  at 
issue  is  that  their  vision  must  be 
acted  upon  directly  on  this  site  of 
unimaginable  Jewish  suffering  (and 
with  a recently-erected  20-m-high 
crucifix  outside  the  building). 

This  unfortunate  "universalizing” 
blindness  to  Jewish  suffering  and 


sensibility  is  an  old  story.  It  demon- 
strates,  sadly,  that  the  Carmelites  g 
and  their  supporters  — as  well  as, 
if  differently,  the  louts  who  attacked 
the  Jewish  protesters,  and  the 
bystanders  who  egged  them  on  — 8 
have  learned  little  from  the 
Holocaust. 

Auschwitz  had  its  “deep  roots,”  :* 
as  your  editorial  notes,  “in  the  dark 
and  violent  side  of  Christian  histo-  £; 
ry.”  It  was  also  made  possible  by  8j 
Western  indifference,  and  its  opera- 
tion  was  facilitated  for  over  three  :j:j 
years  because  the  West  did  nothing 
to  impede  the  slaughter  (neither 
bombing  the  railroad  lines  into  the 
camp,  nor  the  camp  itself,  as  repeat- 
edly  requested  by  Jewish  groups  and  % 
doomed  camp  inmates  at  the  time). 

To  ignore  this  is,  in  this  time  of  $ 
increasing  Holocaust  denial  and  revi-  *: 
sionism,  to  distort  the  meaning  of 
Auschwitz.  Universalizing  the 
Holocaust,  or  Christianizing  it  as 
the  Carmelites  seek  to  do,  violates 
history  and  empties  Auschwitz  of 
its  essential  Jewish  content  and  sym- 
holism.  Precisely  such  emptying  is 
one  of  the  Holocaust  revisionists’ 
themes.  £■ 

Paradoxically,  no  universal  lessons 
(if  such  there  are)  can  be  drawn  from 
this  greatest  crime  of  our  century  *: 
if  its  Jewish  specificity  is  ignored, 
This  is  what  the  convent  issue  is 
about.  Reducing  the  issue  to  a petty  $ 
quarrel  shows  us  how  much,  44  years 
later,  we  still  have  to  learn  about 
what  you  term  “the  terrible  lessons” 
the  Holocaust  teaches.

Overall,  the  Canadian  team 
placed  third,  increasing  their 
medal  count  by  20%  over  1985.

The  Burning  Bush 

By  Barnet  Litvinoff

Surprising  and  provocative 
conclusions  about  the  nature 
of  the  beast,  anti-Semitism, 
based  largely  on  the  thesis  of 
developing  nationalisms,  lead 
author,  Barnet  Litvinoff,  to 
face  the  21st  century  with  a 
certain  amount  of  skepticism. 

As  the  world  becomes  in- 
creasingly one  multiracial  body, 
where  do  the  loyalties  for  any 
nation,  lei  alone  the  chosen 
people,  lie?  “With  their  God,’’ 
may  be  easy  to  say  but  a hard 
maxim  to  live  by. 

This  is  an  historical  study 
which  attempts  to  debate  some 
of  the  harsh  realities  of  anti- 
Semitism  in  a world  that  is 
rapidly  breaking  down  borders 
rather  than  erecting  them. 

Litvinoff,  who  was  born  in 
the  East  End  of  London  of 
Russian  immigrant  parentage, 
served  as  a private  soldier  dur- 
ing the  Second  World  War  in 
France  until  Dunkirk  and  then 
in  the  Middle  East.  Captured 
during  the  Rommel  advance  in 
the  Western  Desert,  he  spent 
three  years  as  a prisoner  of 
war  in  Italy  and  Germany. 

From  Roman  times  to  the 
present  century  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple have  survived  because  of 
their  “apart  of  yet  apart  from’’ 
existence  within  the  nations 
where  they  lived. 


Barnet  Litvinoff 

Jean  Paul  Sartre  argues  that 
without  anti-Semitism  in  the 
host  cultures,  the  Jews  would 
have  floundered. 

Litvinoff  paints  a different 
picture.  He  repudiates  much 
of  the  conjecture  surrounding 
anti-Semitism  and  points  out 
that  the  dynamism  of  the  Jew- 
ish people  lies  more  in  their 
voluntary  acceptance  of  the 
chosen  people  role  than  their 
persecuted  one. 

The  Burning  Bush , an  apt 
title  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
initial  monotheistic  premise  and 
the  subsequent  mosaic  code 
persisting  for  millennia,  is  the 
recurring  theme  in  Litvinoff’s 
debate.

Israel  not  included  on 
new  Michelin  M-E  map 


NEW  YORK  — The  World 
Zionist  Organization-American 
Section  has  expressed  chagrin 
and  bewilderment  over  Miche- 
lin’s  latest  map  of  the  Mideast 
which  omits  the  entire  State 
of  Israel  and  lists  Israel’s  major 
cities  — such  as  Jerusalem,  Tel 
Aviv,  Haifa  and  the  entire  West 
Bank  — as  being  part  of  the 
Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan. 

“I  have  just  returned  from 
a visit  to  the  State  of  Israel 
— my  passport  can  attest  to 
that  — but  according  to  the 
latest  Michelin  map  1 visited 
Jordan...”  quipped  Bernice 
Tannenbaum,  Chairman  of  the 
WZO-AS. 

“One  can  only  wonder  which 
Mideast  state  the  IhN.  is  con- 
demning every  now  and  then 
and  with  which  state  Egypt  has 
signed  a peace  treaty  ten  years 
ago,  since  according  to  Miche- 


lin’s  new  revisionist  geography 
Israel  is  nowhere  to  be  found. 

“What  the  Arabs  did  not 
succeed  in  doing  to  Israel  in 
five  wars  Michelin  does  in  one 
edition  of  its  maps  — disclaim- 
ing Israel’s  existence!!” 

Mrs.  Tannenbaum  charged 
that  the  well-known  publish- 
ing house  of  maps  and  travel 
books,  which  is  based  in  Paris, 
outdid  the  Arab  countries 
themselves,  which  for  the  most 
part  have  come  to  recognize 
Israel  as  a permanent  entity 
in  the  area. 

“This  is  an  attempt  to  be 
more  papal  than  the  Pope,  a 
naked  attempt  to  rewrite  geog- 
raphy and  borders  in  order  to 
promote  the  sale  of  the  map 
in  the  Arab  world,”  Mrs.  Tan- 
nenbaum said,  calling  on 
Michelin  to  recall  its  map  and 
reissue  a corrected  version.

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‘I  learned  that  I was  Jewish  through  maternal  lineage’ 

Growing  up  Jewish  in  Ottawa -not  knowing

Growing  up  Jewish  in  Ottawa  and  not  know- 
ing it!  Oh,  1 knew  I was  in  Ottawa,  and  I 
knew  I was  growing  up.  However,  while  1 was 
growing  up  in  Ottawa,  what  1 did  not  know 
was  that  1 was  Jewish.  But  now  that  I do 
know,  I can  look  back  on  those  years  through 
Jewish  eyes. 

Upon  reflection,  four  memories  stand  out  as 
significant  moments:  the  first  time  1 heard  the 
term,  'Jew';  my  first  encounter  with  a Jew;  the 
day  1 was  informed  that  1 was  a Jew;  and,  that 
culminating  moment  in  which  1 claimed  and 
proclaimed  my  Jewishness. 

• 

I first  heard  the  term,  ‘Jew,’  when  1 was  six 
years  old.  1 was  attending  Catholic  elementary 
school  where  it  was  taught,  that  Jews  did  not 
believe  that  the  Messiah  had  come.  Even  in 
those  tender  years,  I recall  being  plagued  by 
confusion  and  doubt:  ‘If  the  Messiah  had  come, 
was  it  not  unlikely  that  Jews  would  deny  him 
when  it  was  they  who  were  expecting  him?’ 

I was  thirteen  years  old  when  I first  saw  her. 

I was  sitting  in  a cafe  sipping  coffee,  when  she 
entered.  Her  unusual  appearance,  a profound 
beauty,  made  me  note  her  presence.  But  a few 
minutes  passed  when  1 heard  a young  man 
shouting  and  laughing,  “You’re  a Jew;  you  re  a 
Jew!”  I looked  about.  It  was  the  same  woman 
I had  taken  notice  of  that  he  was  scoffing.  In 
tears,  she  ran  out  of  the  cafe.  Since  I had  been 
curiously  attracted  to  her,  I felt  involved  in  her 
present  plight.  And  so  1 followed  her  outside.  I 
apologized  for  her  unfortunate  situation,  and 
enquired  as  to  her  well-being.  She  spoke  angrily 
at  me  as  if  it  were  I who  was  to  blame  for  her 
hurt.  She  shouted,  “I  am  not  a Jew.  I am  an 
Israelite.”  Although  1 doubted  her 
differentiation  of  the  two  terms,  I remained 
silent.  Somehow  I knew  in  my  heart  that  she 
was  indeed  a Jew,  and  that  left  me  wondering, 
‘What  could  be  so  terrible  about  being  a Jew 
that  would  compel  her  to  deny  it?’ 

• 

Many  years  passed,  and  with  each  passing 
year  I came  to  empathize  more  and  more  with 
the  Israelite’s  denial  of  her  faith.  For  so  too  did 
I deny  mine.  To  pursue  the  matter  one  final 
time,  1 decided  to  enter  university  studies  in 
Catholic  theology.  Surely,  I thought,  after  years 
of  concentrated  studies  on  matters  of  faith,  I 
would  come  to  know,  to  understand,  and  to 
believe.  As  yet,  I did  not  know  that  in  my  very 
denial  of  the  Christian  faith  were  sprouting  the 
seeds  of  my  Jewish  heritage. 

During  the  years  I pursued  Catholic  studies  it 


was  necessary  to  think  about  Judaism,  for 
Judaism  is  considered  its  mother  religion.  The 
approach  to  Judaism  was  in  terms  of  a static 
entity,  and  there  was  talk  about  sacrifices  and 
rituals  of  old.  But  even  such  talk  caused  me  to 
reminisce.  I would  recall  that  at  home  there  had 
been  the  occasional  mention  that  my  maternal 
grandmother  was  Jewish.  And  I recalled  once 
hearing  it  said  that  my  mother  also  was  Jewish. 
But  not  unlike  my  studies,  the  language 
concerning  Jewish  matters  was  spoken  in  the 
past  tense.  As  for  me,  I never  thought  in  terms 
of  these  facts  affecting  my  present. 

And  then  it  happened!  I learned  that  Jewish 
lineage  is  maternal.  My  grandmother  was  a 
Jew;  my  mother  was  a Jew;  and,  it  followed 
that  so  too  was  I a Jew.  The  thought  of  being  a 
Jew  astounded  me.  It  left  me  in  a daze,  and  I 
walked  about  saying  to  myself,  “I  am  a Jew;  1 
am  a Jew.”  Yes,  I am  a Jew,  but  what  was  it  I 
should  do  about  it? 

• 

My  final  course  in  Catholic  theology  was  a 
compulsory  one  for  completion  of  the  degree 
program.  It  was  called,  ‘World  Religions,'  and 
required  that  I go  to  the  place  of  prayer  of  a 
religion  other  than  Catholic  to  report  on  the 
symbols  utilized  in  worship  liturgy.  For 
purposes  of  this  research  I chose  to  go  to  a 
synagogue.  t , . 

I entered  the  synagogue  and  I looked  around. 
Apart  from  the  Menorah  alit  in  the  corner  and 
Hebrew  letters  etched  in  the  stained  glass,  I 
noted  that  it  is  not  really  all  that  different  from 
the  Christian  churches  I had  attended  in  my 
youth.  But,  this  is  not  a church,  I reminded 
myself.  I am  in  a synagogue.  So,  I continued, 
this  is  where  Jews  worship  — on  Saturday. 

How  very  foreign  to  me,  and  yet  it  feels  so 
comforting  to  be  here.  It  is  as  if  I am  being 
welcomed  to  a moment  that  had  long  awaited 
my  arrival. 

Services  began.  And  as  I prayed,  the 
sanctuary  became  as  my  mother’s  womb  to  me. 
It  is  as  if  for  the  first  time  I will  lay  eyes  upon 
my  mother’s  face.  It  is  as  if  for  the  first  time 
my  mother  will  hold  me  in  her  arms  and  suckle 
me.  I felt  as  if  I alone  existed,  embraced  in  the 
arms  of  eternity. 

For  one  who  stands  before  eternity,  time 
ceases  to  exist;  for  within  eternity  is  contained 
the  past,  present,  and  future,  and  they  are  as 
one.  I looked  around  me.  The  people  around 
me,  they  are  Jews.  I wondered,  ‘what  is  it  like 
to  be  a Jew?’  But,  how  absurd.  How  is  it  I 
wonder  what  it  is  like  to  be  a Jew,  when  I am  a 


Jew?  I am  one  with  these  people.  We  are  one 
people,  the  offspring  of  one  father,  Abraham. 

My  history  is  included  in  the  history  of  Jewry. 
The  history  of  Jewry  contains  my  past,  present, 
and  future.  This  is  the  eternity  within  which  1 
now  stand.  It  is  in  this  moment  that  was 
culminated  the  meaning  of  my  existence  — my 
Jewishness. 

When  the  Torah  was  taken  out  trom  behind 
the  curtain,  1 recognized  that  I was  witness  to  a 
wondrous  event.  The  Torah  approaches,  and  it 
is  as  if  a long  dark  tunnel  is  constructed 
between  us,  like  a birth  canal  that  1 must 
struggle  through  as  must  my  mother  bear  in 
labour  to  assist  me.  And  the  pangs  of  birth  are 
excruciating  for  both  the  body  and  the  soul. 

For  like  an  unborn  child  who  fears  the  loss  of 
existence  as  he  now  knows  it  within  the 
protective  walls  of  the  uterus,  so  now  do  1 
stand  afraid  that  should  I reach  out  1 might,  by 
some  unknown  power,  be  consumed  out  of 
existence  as  I now  know  it.  And,  yet,  life 
beckons  me  onward  welcoming  me  to  taste  this 
newness.  . 

• 

I reach  out,  and  with  my  siddur,  I touch  the 
Torah...  My  mother  feels  the  final  pang  of 
labour  and  I am  taken  from  her  womb.  As  the 
cord  of  life  is  severed  I am  afraid,  for  I am 
certain  death  shall  claim  me.  There  is  a moment 
of  nothingness... then,  suddenly,  my  body  is 
filled  with  its  first  breath  of  new  life.  I live  — a 
new  being  — totally  independent  from  she  who 
gave  life  to  me,  and  yet  at  the  same  time, 
totally  dependent  upon  He  Who  is  Life.  1 
remove  the  prayer  book  from  the  Torah  and 
bestow  upon  it  a kiss  — a sacred  kiss  that  seals 
and  bonds  the  love  between  Creator  and 
creature.  And  my  soul  proclaims,  “I  am  a Jew, 
as  is  my  mother  a Jew,  and  as  is  her  mother  a 
Jew.  Blessed  be  the  L-rd  our  G-d,  Ruler  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  me  a Jew.” 

• 

It  is  said  that  to  every  thing  there  is  a season 
and  a time  to  every  purpose  under  the  heaven.  1 
ask  what  purpose  is  there  to  be  found  in 
finding  out  that  I was  growing  up  Jewish  after  I 
had  grown  up?  The  answer  came  and  once 
known  seemed  simple.  The  living  out  of  Torah 
is  a limitless  encounter  with  life.  Therefore, 
insofar  as  my  Jewishness  is  concerned,  I must 
never  presume  to  have  reached  maturation. 

That  is  to  say,  even  now,  aged  as  I am,  1 am 
still  growing  up  Jewish  in  Ottawa  with  but  one 
radical  difference  prevailing.

Ottawa  group  pays  weekend  visit 
to  Brooklyn  Lubavitch  community

On  Thursday  evening,  June 
1 (28  lyar),  a group  from  Ot- 
tawa, including  many  children 
went  by  bus  to  Crown  Heights, 
Brooklyn  to  visit  the  Lubavitch 
community. 

The  trip  was  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Jewish  Youth 
Library  headed  by  Dr.  Yosif 
Caytak  and  Ottawa’s  Chabad 
House  under  the  leadership  of 
Rabbi  Pesach  Sperlin. 

The  group  arrived  Friday 
morning  to  a reception  of  great 
food  and  spiritual  rejuvenation. 

Speakers  over  the  weekend 
included  Rabbi  Gershon 
Shusterman,  director  of  the 
Hebrew  Academy.  Long 
Beach,  CA  and  Dr.  Yehudah 
Landes  from  Palo  Alto,  the 
first  licensed  marriage,  family, 
and  child  counsellor  in  the  state 
of  California. 

Rabbi  Shusterman  talked 
about  the  commandment 
‘‘Honor  thy  father  and  thy 
mother.” 

Pointing  out  “honor”  not 
“love”  is  the  key  word  in  the 
commandment,  he  said  we 
should  discipline  our  children, 
and  not  give  them  everything 
they  want.  We  should  hope 
then  that  they  would  respect  us, 
Rabbi  Shusterman  said,  and 
this  respect  would  turn  into 
love. 

On  the  subject  of  marriage, 
he  stated  that  the  “ring”  was 


like  the  Torah  and  Mt.  Sinai 
like  the  marriage  because  on 
Shavuot,  3301  years  ago, 
Hashem  and  the  Jewish  nation 
were  united. 

Dr.  Landes  spoke  about  the 
commandment  to  “Observe  the 
Sabbath.”  He  said  that  the 
Jews  were  distinct  because  they 
were  the  only  ones  who  could 
take  26  hours  off  from 
pressures  and  business  practices 
— in  other  words,  to  shut  out 
the  world  and  relax.  He  also 
provided  couselling  regarding 
marriage  and  parental 
problems. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  the 
group  visited  Boro  Park  where 
there  are  many  good  Kosher 
restaurants  as  well  as  Eichler's 


book  store,  where  one  can  pick 
up  a variety  of  items  not 
available  in  Ottawa.  Such  items 
are  also  available  at  Drimmer’s 
in  Crown  Heights. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  the 
Lubavitcher  Rebbe,  Rabbi 
M.M.  Schneerson,  gave  his 
weekly  farbrengen  in  Yiddish. 
About  2500  people  always 
come  to  listen. 

On  Sunday,  each  member  of 
the  pegisha  goes  in  to  see  the 
Rebbe.  Our  group  was  delayed 
for  one  hour  because  Ariel 
Sharon  arrived  unexpectedly 
and  entered  just  before  us.

Pollard  doubts  wisdom 
of  spying  for  Israel 


TEL  AVIV,  (JTA)  — Charg- 
ing that  Israel  abandoned  him 
after  his  arrest,  convicted  spy 
Jonathan  Pollard  now  says  he 
has  doubts  whether  it  was  wise 
for  him  and  his  wife  to  risk 
their  freedom  when  they  spied 
on  the  United  States  on  behalf 
of  Israel. 

In  a letter  to  Amnon  Dror, 
the  Israeli  representative  of  the 
U.S. -based  Committee  to  Free 
the  Pollards,  Pollard  writes  that 
he  no  longer  is  sure  whether  he 
wants  to  live  in  Israel  when  he 
completes  his  jail  sentence. 

The  former  Navy  intelligence 
analyst  was  convicted  of  pass- 
ing classified  documents  to  the 
Israelis  in  1986  and  was 
sentenced  to  a life  sentence  at 
a maximum  security  prison  in 
Marion,  111.  He  is  eligible  for 
parole  in  1996. 

His  wife,  Anne,  was  con- 
victed of  being  an  accessory  to 
her  husband’s  crime  after  the 
fact,  and  is  serving  to  concur- 
rent five-year  sentences  in  a 
separate  facility. 

Pollard  said  Israeli  Embassy 
officials  in  Washington  had  not 
only  refused  to  grant  him  and 
his  wife  asylum  when  he  faced 
arrest,  but  that  they  even 
cooperated  with  U.S. 
authorities  in  their  capture. 

“The  government  of  Israel 
— in  no  way  do  I mean  the 
citizens  of  Israel  — has 


betrayed  Anne  and  me,  and  in 
doing  so,  I believe,  has  betrayed 
the  people  of  Israel,"  Pollard 
writes. 

He  also  blames  Israel  for  do- 
ing nothing  to  help  bring  to  an 
end  what  he  alleges  is  daily 
harassment  of  his  wife,  who 
suffers  from  a rare 

gastrointestinal  disorder  among 
other  ailments. 

He  said  she  is  suffering 
“hellish  pain.”
